Suicide •• — Mr. John Colvin, a wealthy 
and respectable inhabitnnljof the town of 
Macedon, put an end to hii existence 
yesterday morning by banging himself 
The unfortunate man had for some time 
past betrayed evidences of mental de- 
rangement, but it was vainly supposed 
lhat he was recovering from his aliena- 
tion. His loss is a severe affliction to 
his bereft family, and a large circle of 
relatives and friends. 

The Western Argus copies the pre- 
ceding paragraph from the Wayne Sen- 
tinel, and then makes tlm following com- 
ments: 

We have known Mr. Colvin for some 
years past; and it pains ns to say that he 
lias literacy fallen ti victim to Ihb elftrls 
uf the panic makers. Ho has resided in 
Macedon for a number of years previous 
io the fatal winter of 1833-i, where he 
was much respected as a leading mem- 
ber of he society of friends, and where 
he had accumulated a large property. In 
September, 1833, he sold out his prop- 
erty in Macedon, and purchased about 
four hua Ired acres of land in Marion. 
This purchase left him in debt, in a small 
amout. When Iho panic 'commenced, 
Mr. Colvin became alarmed at the pros- 
pects before him; and, though abundant- 
ly a' le io meet nil his pecuniary engage- 
ments, its influence upon his mind was 
such, as iu a great measure, to prostrale 
his reasoning faculties. In this situation 
he remained, paying but liltio attention 
’o his business affairs, until some time 
last winter, when he sold out his new

m Macedon, at an immenso sacrifice, 
fit j remainder of his history is before us.

But Iteforo wc close, it would be worse 
than injustice to the memory of those il- 
lustrious heroes who died in the more re- 
cent struggles for liberty in Ireland, not 
to call to mind a few of their brilliant j 
names: remember, Fitzgerald, Orr, the 
Shears, and the martyr Emmett, than 
whom history records none greater. It! 
is true, indeed, the great Socrates, the j 
pride, the boast and glory of of ancient 
hilosophy, did suffer death with the ut- 
most composure ; hut Emmett , the ne plus 
ultra ol Irish patriotism, defied death’s 
terrors, and whilst he stood on the brink 
of his own grave with the vastness of the 
regions of death, staring him full in the 
face, he hurled back defiance in the teeth 
of his murderers

by its genial shadqw — that the eagles of 
liberty may make their dwelling place in 
its branches, and that Ireland, the Child 
of the Ocean, may float down the current 
of time in tranquility and peace.
